Has Legal Complications 
“About all you can say,” Alger 
told reporters, “is that we don t 
know w hat we will do until the 
board meets.” 
The Michigan Good Roads Fed­ 
eration said it would appeal to the 
board to deny the referendum on 
the grounds that the constitution 
forbids a referendum on 
appro­ 
priation measures, 
The board has been 
called 
to 
certify that the CIO secured suf- 
ficient signatures to put 
the gas 
tax issue on the ballot in Novem­ 
ber. Alger has reported the CIO 
had sufficient 
signatures 
by 
a 
margin of 59. 
Normally the board would or­ 
der the referendum 
and 
auto­ 
matically suspend the gas tax in- 
c e a s e until the people had voted. 
Rut the 
issue 
is 
complicated 
legally because the legislature de­ 
signated the gas tax boost as an 
appropriation measure and gave it 
immediate effect. 
Court May Decide 
The constitution presumes 
that 
referendum petitions will be tiled 
before a bill takes effect and it 
says 
flatly 
that 
appropriation 
measures cannot be subjected to a 
referendum on the theory that a 
noisy minority could thus tie up 
all state government by blocking 
money grants. 
The CIO has charged that the 
appropriation designation 
was a 
device to circumvent a vote by the 
people.

tion act; the repeal of “weakening” 
price control 
amendments; 
im ­

stronger curbs on consumer and 
bank credit; and so on to a total of 
a dozen laws. 
Shock To Congress 
But the shocker, as far as Con­ 
gress was 
concerned,

President s calm demand for the 
rest of the “ IO billion dollar or 
m ore” tax raise he requested last 
session—of which

about $5,400,000,000.

and a half.

LANSING — (JP) — A bill to 
provide a state mine inspection 
system to tighten up supervision 
of safety conditions in iron and 
copper mines was ready for in­ 
troduction in the House today 
Sponsored by Reps. Louis Mez- 
zano 
(D -Wakefield) and Jam es 
Goulette (R-Iron M ountain), the 
measure would abolish the pres­ 
ent elected county mine inspec­ 
tors and turn their functions over 
to a state mine inspector and his 
deputies. 
“We are trying to crease a mine 
inspection system with teeth* in 
it.” Ezzano said. “Our purpose is 
to make sure that Michigan m in­ 
ers are working in as safe condi­ 
tions as possible.”

inspection 
system 
would operate as a division of the 
State Department of Labor and 
Industry. The 
inspectors 
would 
be required to inspect every iron 
and copper mine in the state once 
a month or within 20 days of the 
filing of a written complaint of 
a safety hazard.

WASHINGTON — (TPI — Man 
is still waging a losing battle in 
his efforts to rid himself of the 
common house fly, the agriculture 
department reported today. 
During World War II, govern­ 
ment scientists came up with DDT, 
an insecticide they hoped eventu­ 
ally would doom the fly and the 
mosquito. 
But after som etim e, is was dis­ 
covered the fly as well as the mo­ 
squito was developing a resis­ 
tent^ to DDT. 
In a research report issues to­ 
day, the department said labora­ 
tory strains of house 
flies 
have 
been bred that spend their entire 
adult lives and lay eggs while con­ 
fined in cages thoroughly coated 
with DDT.

They want to find out what af­ 
fect is produced by making fuel 
radioactive for jet and automobile 
engines. They have an idea the

Truman was remaining glumly si­ 
lent when the boys were asking 
him if he was going to kick Mc­ 
Grath out of office. The guess was 
good that Harry was either going 
to invite him to quit

him with the boot.

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Editorials- 
Discussion Of Municipal Court 
Is Evidence Of Good Citizenry 


Merry-Go-Round 
Doinfl His Legwork 


fp H E League of Women Voters, a new or 
ganization in this community, is serv­ 
ing in the best traditions of the league by 
opening for public discussion the subject 
of an Escanaba municipal court. 
While the subject has been described as 
“controversial,” it should be clearly under­ 
stood that the league is interested only in 
obtaining further information for its mem­ 
bers. It has taken no stand in the matter. 
There are arguments for and against al­ 
most any proposed change in government 
—at the local, state, or federal level. And 
one of the most controversial is change in 
the form or system of the courts. 
Yet as Municipal Judge John E. McDon­ 
ald of M arquette told the league at its re­ 
cent meeting, the most 
desirable 
and 
healthful condition is citizen interest in the 
courts and their operation. 
Courts do not 
operate in a vacuum. They are democratic­ 
ally human institutions requiring the co­ 
operation of enlightened citizens to be ef­ 
fective instruments of justice. 
The League of Women Voters has re­ 
ceived an invitation to attend sessions of 
local justice court. They were encouraged

French Cabinet Is 
Upset Again 
IN the past we Americans have berated 
the French rather severely whenever 
one of the cabinets has fallen. But appar­ 
ently all this display of temper on our part 
is of no good. 
The 
French 
are determined to upset 
then government from time to time wheth­ 
er we like it or not. 
To us it always seems bitter irony that 
amid a continuing world crisis the French 
should see fit to knock out of office a cred­ 
itable crew of leaders on 
some 
utterly 
flimsy and secondary 
domestic 
pretext. 
Yet to the French this is all quite plaus­ 
ible. 
So let us here and now resign ourselves 
to the inescapable fact that French govern­ 
ments are going to continue to topple from 
tim e to time, like as not at the most inop­ 
portune moments from the standpoint of 
international stability. 
This will be so because the French seem­ 
ingly do not have the capacity to regard 
with complete seriousness their role in the 
preservation of a free world. 
Oh, their fears of Russia have been real 
enough. But somehow they have behaved 
as if saving France from a third world war 
was the job of everybody but the French. 
Seasoned observers who have looked at the 
country recently declare that the French 
simply aren’t measuring up to their re­ 
sponsibilities in the defensive 
alignment 
against communism. 
It isn’t that they lack resources, though 
they, like the rest of Europe, suffer some 
m aterial shortages. What they lack is the 
attitude of mind that will impel real ac­ 
tion. 
They are not doing more because they 
are not interested in doing more. 
The French are interested in good liv­ 
ing, in nurturing their deep-rooted culture, 
in fondling the objects in the museum that 
represents their past. 
They surely bemoan the geographic fate 
that twice has made their country a stomp­ 
ing ground of war. 
Understandably, they 
would like to avoid thinking 
about 
an­ 
other. 
America1 they see as a brash, well-mean­ 
ing juvenile, ill-equipped for civilized liv­ 
ing but all too capable of plunging 
the 
world into further horrible conflict. 
They are irritated by our raw en erg y 
and are hare to convince that much good 
can come of it. 
In their fashion, the French, therefore, 
manage to insulate themselves to a certain 
degree from such disturbing outside cur­ 
rents. and to pursue their own slow-gaited 
life with eyes cast backward.

In the United States annually there are 
one and one-half million traffic tickets 
given out, Judge McDonald reported, 
survey reveals, he said, that one-third of 
this number require appearance in court— 
the largest single group to come into con­ 
tact “with this thing called justice.”

The study of the municipal and justice 
court systems by the League of Women 
Voters is a valuable contribution to better 
citizenship. The community will be the 
better for it whether the people desire a 
change or not. 
There can be no quarrel with a program 
devoted to supplying information. It has 
the virtue of building understanding rath­ 
er than encouraging controversy. 


U. P. State Fair Costs 
Taxpayers Only $27,000 
F the Michigan Legislature followed the 
recommendation of the Citizens’ Advis­ 
ory Committee and voted to abolish the 
Upper Peninsula State Fair, the savings to 
the state would be a m ere $27,000. 
All of the taxpayers of Michigan would 
like to see some genuine economy in state 
government and a reduction in the cost of 
operating the state. It is plain, 
however, 
that the state will never attain a balanced 
budget by cutting out the paltry sum of 
$27,000 that it is now spending in support 
of the Upper Peninsula State Fair. 
For this insignificant amount of money, 
the state is making possible educational 
opportunities for Upper Peninsula farmers 
and city folks that far outweigh the cost. 
The 
improvement 
in 
Upper Peninsula 
dairy herds since the advent of the U. P. 
Fair in itself means many hundreds of 
thousands of dollars to Michigan farmers. 
There are, of course, incidents that have 
developed at the fair that are antagonizing 
and require correction. The half dozen or 
so gyp stands that were operating at the 
fair last year is a case in point. The gyp 
stands hurt the fair even more than they 
hurt their victims. As a result of that ex­ 
perience, it is certain that the fair board 
will carefully screen out concessionaires 
next summer and will quickly close down 
any stands that are not operating legiti­ 
mately. 
It is ridiculous to talk about abandoning 
the fair merely because of a few unsavory 
incidents. Better to correct the bad fea- 
tuies of the fair in order to retain the more 
important features. 
The 4-H club program in the Upper Pen­ 
insula of Michigan has gained its greatest 
stimulation from the opportunities 
pro­ 
vided to club members at the U. P. State 
Fair. In fact, the 4-H exhibits far outnum­ 
ber all other exhibits at 
the exposition. 
These boys and girls are the future farm ­ 
ers of our area and those who say that the 
opportunities and initiative provided at the 
fair for the 4-H club boys and girls are not 
worth $27,000 a year are entirely disre­ 
garding the achievements that have been 
made.

not believe that the Michigan 
Legislature will accept the recommenda­ 
tion of the Citizens’ Committee 
for 
the 
abolition of the 
Upper 
Peninsula 
State 
Fair.

Have a Physical Checkup Before Using 


Estrogenic Creams for Development

T o d a y & first two letters are typical of a 
great may received by this column. Mrs. J. 
M. B. says “I have been using a hormone 
cream for the development of my bust, but 
I have recently been told that the use of 
such creams is harmful. 
“Can you tell me if this is true, 
and 
whether they are beneficial or not?” 
Mrs. E. M. C. writes, “I am flat-chested 
since the birth of my three children. How’ 
can I increase the size of my bust? I have 
u.'ed creams with no results. 
“Is there any other method that I could 
try?” 
There was a time when the use of hor­ 
mone or e.'trogen creams was considered as 
a possible danger in the production of can­ 
cer but this lear is now considered rathei 
slight. 
These creams will cause some enlarge­ 
ment of the breasts only in those women 
who are not themselves producing enough 
of the proper hormone; 
in others it will 
have no effect. 
In those for whom it does produce some 
bust enlargement, the results are likely to 
be temporary and disappear w'hen the es­ 
trogen is discontinued. For these reasons it 
is wise to be checked up before employing 
estrogenic creams for this purpose. 
It is doubtful that there are any exer­ 
cises or any other methods which can be 
used affectively to produce buat enlarge­ 
ment.

WASHINGTON — Only cabinet membei 
who has outsmarted the President in his 
accustomed technique for axing an un­ 
wanted member of the official family is 
Attorney General Howard McGrath. How­ 
ard was out of the ring, hanging on the 
ropes, and given the count of nine. But by 
some of the cleverest footwork ever dis­ 
played in Washington, 
he managed to 
scramble back into the cabinet. 
Here is the inside story of how he did it. 
By now, official Washington has become 
quite fam iliar with the way Harry Truman 
eases out a'cabineteer he 
doesn’t want. 
Secretary of the Interior Julius Krug, for 
instance, was axed by a planted story that 
he was resigning, following 
which 
the 
President said “No comment” at his next 
press conference, and Krug knew’ the jig 
was up. 
Sim ilar 
procedure was followed with 
Defense Secretary Louis Johnson. 
Therefore, when word came out of the 
White House that the Lamar Caudle hear­ 
ing had embarrassed the President, shrewd 
politician McGrath beat the president to 
the punch, offered his resignation—if he 
embarrassed the administration. 
But 
H arry 
Truman, who Allies from 
clashes with people he likes 
personally, 
hemmed, hawed, said he had no intention 
of pullling the rug out from 
under 
his 
friend, did not accept the suggested resig­ 
nation. 
AMBASSADORSHIP TO SPAIN 
Nevertheless, he did have Donald Daw­ 
son look round for another job with suffi­ 
cient prestige so McGrath could be eased 
out of the justice department without loss 
of face. 
And Dawson soon came up with the am­ 
bassadorship to Spain. 
This seemed a 
natural. McGrath is one of the top-ranking 
lay Catholics in the United States, 
has 
been made a knight of Malta by the Pope, 
and was the first to give a reception for 
Franco’s ambassador, Lequerica. after full 
diplomatic relations were resumed. 
So, 
with Stanton Griffis retiring from Madrid, 
for reasons of health, 
McGrath 
seemed 
just the man to take his place. 
Shortly 
thereafter, a carefully planted j 
White House story appeared in the local j 
press that McGrath would go to Spain and 
that ex-Judge Justin Miller would become 
the new attorney general. 
Naturally McGrath knew' exactly what 
was up. This was the same treatment giv­ 
en Krug and Loue.y Johnson. Furthermore 
the McGrath resignation story w’as follow­ 
ed by a press conference at which 
the 
President bluntly refused to comment on 
the report that McGrath was to go. 
All that day, newsmen tried to phone 
McGrath. Ordinarily easy to reach, he kepi 
ominous silence. However, he was not idle. 
Overnight he hauled up two of his big­ 
gest guns. One was Cardinal 
Spellman, 
who sent a message from Tokyo. 
The other was his 84-year-old law part­ 
ner, Senator Francis Green of Rhode Isl­ 
and, Protestant, 
w’ho went to the White 
House, reminded the President that both 
Green and the state of Rhode Island had 
always been stanchly behind him, claimed 
he had been unfair to McGrath by not giv­ 
ing him a hearing, and that McGrath had 
an excellent plan up his sleeve for a cor­ 
ruption clean-up. 
TRUMAN IN REVERSE 
Meanwhile, Matt Connelly, though or­ 
dinarily lukewarm toward A. G. and in 
favor of appointing Judge Tom Murphy of 
New York to head a corruption commis­ 
sion, went to McGrath’s defense. 
That was why the President at tile next 
cabinet meeting suddenly reversed him­ 
self, told the surprised cabinet and the sur­ 
prised McGrath that with the beginning of 
the new year he wanted them to know that 
despite the press attack on his attorney 
general, he was keeping them all on. 
CHURCHILL’S WIT 
Prim e M inister Churchill was getting a 
progress report on the 
Anglo-American 
military discussions from his friend and 
military observer, Field Marshal Sir Wil­ 
liam Slim. 
Referring to the dispute as to whether 
NATO should adopt Britain’s new auto­ 
matic rifle or the new American Garand 
rifle. Field Marshal Slim reported: 
“So 
far 
W’e haven’t made much pro­ 
gress. Both guns are good and it’s difficult 
to decide which one to adopt.” 
Churchill listened patiently, nodding his 
head in agreement. 
“It’s my guess.” Field Marshal Slim con­ 
tinued, “that we’ll finally adopt a rifle 
that contains the best features of

models. It’ll be a bastard rifle— half Amer­ 
ican, half British.” 
Churchill’s eyebrows shot up. With an 
air of solemn gravity he said:

Convention Fight 
If Mr. Truman does decide to 
run again, he’ll face 
a 
spirited 
fight even 
for 
the 
Democratic 
nomination. 
An 
almost 
solid 
South will go to the party conven­ 
tion at Chicago next July, united 
against the President. 
And there 
are a few signs the anti-Trum an 
revolt is spreading, though most 
observers agree Mr. Truman can 
have the nomination if he insists. 
There may be a bigger row if 
Mr. Truman decided to step aside 
and tries to dictate his successor. 
Most Democrats agree they’ll have 
an “open convention” if he retries. 
One Democratic senator notes that 
every party convention has been 
“cut and dried” for the last 20 
years and says Democrats would 
like to take things in their own 
hands for a change. 
Senator Kefauver of Tennessee 
has already authorized a group of 
California Democrats to put him 
in that state’s presidential prim­ 
ary.

All War Rules 
Broken By Reds

MUNSAN, Korea — (ZF) — The 
United Nations command charged 
today that Communists in Korea 
“violate every provision” of the 
Geneva 
convention 
protecting 
prisoner of war camps from the 
hazards of war. 
The charge came from 
head* 
quarters in Tokyo in comment on 
a Red report that U. N. planes 
bombed a POW camp at Kang- 
dong Monday night. 
The state­ 
ly t^nt said the question would be 
raised with the Communists “at 
the earliest opportunity.” 
There 
was 
no 
hint 
it 
was 
brought up during today’s truce 
talks at Panmunjom. 
Negotiators 
•till are deadlocked on how to 
exchange prisoners and what will 
be done with Red airfields during 
an armistice. 
Red China’s official 
Peiping 
radio accused the Allies of trying 
“to keep Korea in a chronic state 
of war” to “create 
international 
tension.” 
It asserted the U. N. 
command would “have to 
bear 
full responsibility for all the con­ 
sequences” if negotiators fail to 
agree on an armistice. 
At Panmunjom Chinese Maj. 
Gen. Hsieh Fang said the Reds’ 
latest counterproposal for super­ 
vising a truce prohibits importa­ 
tion of war planes during a truce 
and therefore guarantees against 
a buildup of Red air strength. 


Red Cross Delegates 
Bring Message For 
Red Korean Premier 


PANMUNJOM, 
Korea—AZP) — 
Dr. Otto Lehner, chief Far East 
delegate of the International Red 
Cross, arrived at this truce talk 
site by helicopter today. 
He said he came to seek the aid 
of Communist delegates in deliv­ 
ering a message from the Presid­ 
ent of the International Organiza­ 
tion to Premier Kim ll Sung of 
North Korea. 
He did not divulge the nature 
of the message. 
Lehner was 
accompanied 
by 
Albert De Cocatric, another Red 
Cross delegate. 
The two Swiss said they hoped 
to deliver the message to Kim in 
person at Pyongyang.

RICH GRAIN yields marked American farm production

WASHINGTON—The year saw 
the nation’s 
agriculture 
smash 
production records 
as 
farmers 
responded to rising demands of an 
economy 
inflated 
by 
defense 
spending. 
The combined volume of crops, 
livestock and livestock products 
was slightly larger than that of 
1949, the previous record produc­ 
tion year. 
Even so, the output 
was 
not 
nearly 
enough. 
The 
country delved into reserves ac­ 
cumulated in previous years to 
help supply its needs. 
Topping production was meat 
animals—particularly beef cattle 
and hogs. Much of the increase in 
cattle, however, stayed on farms 
to form the foundation of a larger 
breeding herd—a herd that should 
provide a vast increase in con­ 
sumer beef supplies within two or 
three years. • 
• 
• 
FAR ABOVE average harvests 
were marked up for corn, rice, 
cotton, 
hay, 
soybeans, 
tobacco, 
oats, 
sugarcane, 
sugar 
beets, 
apples, pears, grapes and pecans. 
Farm ers took in a gross income 
of $37,500,000,000—an increase of 
14 per cent over 1950. 
The agri­ 
culture department estimates that 
production expenses totaled $22,- 
500,000,000 or 12 per cent more 
than in 1950, leaving producers 
a net income of about $15 billion 
compared with $12,700,000,000 in 
1950. 
While up about 18 per cent from 
1950, the net income still was 
about $2 billion below the record 
set in 1947 — a year in which 
prices averaged higher and 
pro­ 
duction costs somewhat less.

THE YEAR saw the general 
level of farm prices climb to a 
new record and then drop off 
again under the influence of a 
favorable crop outlook. While the 
farm price level closed the year 
at about the same level it started, 
it averaged about 8 per cent above 
the 1950 average. 
The year saw the problem of 
postwar surplusses disappear and 
the threat of possible future short­ 


ages arise. 
In 1950, the govern­ 
ment held a record quantity of 
surplus commodities under price 
support programs. 
The 
cost 
of 
these programs 
had 
stirred 
up 
much public criticism. 
In 
1951 
those 
stocks 
were 
trimmed in half. What remains is 
no longer considered surplus, but 
a part of a reserve which, in the 
view of farm officials, should be 
larger for possible future emer­ 
gencies. 
A public concerned with rising 
living costs 
and 
with inflation 
often was critical of farmers. Yet 
the price increases were confined 
largely to meat, and -particularly 
beef. 
Farm prices of crops as a 
whole increased only about 3.5 
per cent, but prices of livestock 
and livestock products jumped up 
about 15 per cent.

TOWARD THE CLOSE of the 
year, only six farm products were 
bringing 
producers 
more 
than 
parity prices. 
They were cotton, 
flue-cured 
type 
tobacco, 
sweet 
potatoes, beef cattle, veal calves 
and lambs. All others were selling 
for less than parity. 
Parity is a standard for measur­ 
ing farm prices. It is declared by 
law to be equally fair to farm ers 
and those who buy their products. 
The farm price situation was 
marked by a determined but un­ 
successful effort of 
some 
farm 
groups and livestock producers to 
get 
government 
price 
ceilings 
lifted from cattle. They contended 
the price controls would discour­ 
age production and in time bring 
severe shortages 
and 
consumer 
rationing. 
These 
groups 
did 
succeed, 
however, in getting congress to 
bar a ten per cent rollback in 
cattle prices before it went into 
effect. 
On the farm production front, 
the year 
saw 
major 
emphasis 
places on cotton and corn.

nation moved into the year facing 
a 
serious 
shortage

cotton. 
The 1950 crop had dropped to 
such a low level that the govern­ 
ment found it necessary to re­ 
strict exports in order to protect 
domestic Users.

Reserves 
were 
dwindling sharply. 
The corn crop, while far above 
average, also fell 
short of the 
government’s goal. 
Farmers did 
not get as many acres planted as 
had been urged and the fall weath­ 
er was not too favorable in some 
areas. 
Fortunately, the reserves 
still were large enough to meet 
big demands of feeders. 
The year saw exports of farm 
products continue at a high level. 
On the whole, farmers got the 
big production job done with less 
trouble than had been expected 
earlier in the year. Heavy losses 
of farm workers to the armed ser­ 
vices and to urban industries had 
aroused fears of a labor shortage 
at harvest time.

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Aluminum Building New City Of 50,000 People 
In Mountain Wilderness Of Canadian Pacific

PRINCE RUPERT. Canada -r- 
(NEA) —In the mountain wilder­ 
ness of Canada’s Pacific coast the 
Hist steps towards creating a new 
city of 50,000 people are now be­ 
ing taken. The town will be Kiti- 
mat, 500 miles north of Vancou­ 
ver; the reason—aluminum. 
Biggest of all natural resources 
developments now underway 
in 
Canada, the Kitimat development 
will run as high as $550 million 
by the time it's 
completed. The 
new smelter will have an Output 
of 500,000 tons a year, about one- 
third of 
peak 
world output in 
1944, or about 60 
per cent 
of 
present total United States output. 
Today the Kitimat area is prac­ 
tically uninhabited. There are 
a 
few Indian trappers, and a few 
small mining ventures. A railway 
runs north of the area term in­ 
ating at Prince Rupert. 
Not far away this year 
a big 
American textile plant has built 
the first part of a $100 million 
wood pulp and chemical empire 
utilizing w ater-pow er 
and 
vast 
tim ber concessions.

The 
Aluminum 
Company ut 
Canada has already 
spent 
over 
a million dollars on surveys and 
engineering, and last year began 
actual construction. 
First 
re ­ 
fined aluminum 
is expected 
in 
1954. 
Unlike the company's vast plant 
in Quebec, the new Pacific coast 
plant will have the advantage of 
year-round ice-free water. 
Raw 
m a te ria l for 
aluminum 
come 
mainly from 
South 
American, 
West Indian, and 
West African 
mines. Ships will be able to come 
to Kitimat via the Panama Canal 
all year. Kitimat is about 50 miles 
up a fjord in a forest covered re- 
gion. 
But before that plant becomes 
a reality, roads have to be built 
through virgin forest in a moun­ 
tainous area. 
Then an area 
of

miles has to be flooded. This will 
be done 
by damming 
up 
the 
Neehako River 
in a canyon, and 
(hanging the flow of the waters 
from east to west. An entire chain 
of small rivers and lakes will be 
utilized in this development to 
form a lake 150 miles long.

The new towns 
will mean that farming will have j 
to be done close by. 
The flooding of Ute vast forest 
area Is expected to eliminate to 


a large extent floods now current 
every spring on the Fraser river 
in British Columbia.

Marie, 
vice president of the Edison-Sault 
Electric Company.

for clearance.

A P ’s 
questionnaire, they said they felt 
the draft would cripple the m inor 
leagues, low er the calibre of play 
in all sports, and cause a deep 
slump at the gate. 
It didn’t turn out that way al­ 
though the draft was beginning to 
make itself felt in the latter part 
of the year. 
This year’s callup of 
manpower, however, is beginning 
to cause alarm in sports circles.

to 
the 
question: 
“What do you believe will be the 
outstanding trend, characteristic, 
or development in sports in 1952?” 
Pete Norton of the Tampa (Fla) 
Morning Tribune replied: 


Sensible Levels 
“The return to more sensible 
levels in college sports with col­ 
leges discovering that those gigan­ 
tic buildings on the campuses of 
our schools were erected mostly 
by tax money for educational p u r­ 
poses. and not for the sole purpose 
of developing football teams. 
“Some coaches will be unhappy, 
but public opinion is strongly in 
favor of 
the schools 
regaining 
complete control of sports.” 
There w ere 
others, 
however, 
who 
felt 
that 
the de-emphasis 
drive will die and that a wide rift 
will develop among the colleges. 
They pointed to the short life of 
the “sanity code,” and predicted 
the scramble for athletic 
talent

WASHINGTON — t/P) — The 
N avy’s plan to build a ten-ship 
fleet of supercarriers, some of them 
nuclear powered, 
points

sharply renewed quarrel among 
the services over atomic age wea­ 
pons.

are all three of the arm ed forces— 
Navy, Air Force and Army. And 
the issues include not only atomic- 
engined ships, subm arines and air­ 
planes, but guided 
missiles 
as 
well. 
Entirely reliable 
and 
neutral 
sources outside the Pentagon dis­ 
closed an incident which shows 
the revival of rivalry evident three 
years ago in the violent contro­ 
v e rs y between the Navy and Air 
Force over the B-36 bomber and 
the originally planned supercarri­ 
er. 
Vandenberg Blocked 
Confirmed by Pentagon officials 
who also insisted they not be iden­ 
tified. the incident was described 
in this manner. 
The Air Forces’ mem ber on the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff, Gen. Hoyt 
Vandenberg, sought over a period 
of a year and a half and in a doz- j 
en meetings of the group to get 1 
JC S approval of the USAF's re­ 
quest to build the big airplane 
needed eventually for testing an 
atomic power plant.

Army Wants Control 
The Navy department announced 
last Aug. 21 award of contract to 
the 
Electric 
Boat 
company 
for 
building the 
atomic 
submarine 
hull. The Air Force announced on 
Sept. 5 a contract with Consoli­ 
dated Vultee Aircraft corporation 
for building the atomic-powered 
airplane. 
In some aviation quarters there 
was suspicion that the Navy had 
help from the Army in the JCS 
maneuvering, tire trading 
point 
for the Army being guided mis­ 
siles. The Army, as is also the case 
with each of the other two ser­ 
vices. would like to get control of 
a bigger area of the guided mis­ 
sile program.

unit since the end of World War ll. 
The Air Force moved into the field 
last fall with an announcement 


that it was putting a tactical guid­ 
ed missile, the Matador, into pro­ 
duction. 
The issue between the Air Force 
and Navy is almost entirely in the 
area of strategic warfare — the 
bom bardment of an enemy's w ar- 
making industry and transporta­ 
tion system. 
Submarine Is Experiment 
At first the question was w heth­ 
er conventionally powered, 
long 
range bombers like the B-36 or 
airplanes from a 
carrier 
task 
force were the best weapons for 
such warfare. 
However, nuclear engines, with 
their potentially unlimited range, 
have entered the controversy, both 
for ship and aircraft propulsion. 
The Navy’s atom-powered 
sub­ 
m arine will be an experiment to 
determine use of similar power 
for big vessels like the carrier. 
Within the framework of the 
service unification law, 
the 
de­ 
fense departm ent sought soon a f­ 
ter its creation to bring about an 
accord between the air and sea 
services. 
The late Secretary James For- 
restal in 1948 got the services to 
subscribe to the 
so-called

West paper. That document allo­ 
cated the “roles and missions” of 
each of the arm ed forces in time 
of war. It gave primary responsi­ 
bility for strategic bombing to the 
Air Force, but provided that the 
Navy could enter the field when a 
wa rsituation required. 
Navy Wins Round 
The controversy, quieted tem po­ 
rarily bv the Key West paper, 
cropped up again, however, when 
the Navy became 
deeply 
con­ 
cerned over the expanding size of i 
the B-36 building program and the I 
welfare of its own project to build j 


a 65,000-ton supercarrier. 
The crackdown on the Navy by 
the next defense secretary, Louis 


J Johnson, with an order to stop the 
supercarrier project, left smolder­ 
ing resentment within the Navy. 
The Navy won the next round, 
when the administration and Con­ 
gress 
approved 
building of the 
Forrestal as an experim ental flat 
top. C urrent estimate of the For- 
restal's cost is 218 million dollars. 
The ship is being built under con­ 
tract with the Newport News Ship- j 
building and Drydock company. 
Although the Key West paper j 
was draw n up at a time when both 
the atomic submarine and nuclear- 
powered aircraft 
projects 
both 
were under active consideration, 
there was nothing in the document 
that cofitemplated the possibility 
of interservice rivalries over the 
atomic power projects 
nor 
of 
guided missiles.
